St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—By unani­ 
mous vote the democratic convention 
rules committee today voted that the 
nominations begin at 9 o'clock tonight. 
The proposal was carried after an ex­ 
tended 
argument 
in 
its behalf bv 
Chairman William A. Glasgow, Jr., of 
Pennsylvania. 
His attitude had the 
support of leaders generally. 
Mr. Glasgow's chief contention was 
that it would be impossible lo hold the 
delegates later than tonight and that 
it would be poor politics to make the 
nominations with seats empty. 
The New' York delegation, he said, 
would leave for home tonight regard 
less of when the 
nominations 
were 
made. 
Charles B. St rocker, of Mas 
saehusetts, opposed a change of pro 
gram. 
He insisted that it wras due to the 
St. Louis business men who had given 
the 
national 
committee a bonus ol 
$100,000 for the convention that dele 
gates be kept here until tomorrow 
night. 
Eventually he, too, agreed. 
A 
resolution lo limit all first nominating 
speeches to thirty minutes and all sec 
onding speeches to five minutes was 
adopted. 


Convened at 11:45 A. M. 
Coliseum, St. Louis, Mo., June 15.— 
At 11:46 a. rn. Chairman Glynn, ol 
Newr York, called the democratic na 
tlonal convention to order today. 
While the convention was in its sec 
ond session adopting a permanent or 
ganization and hearing the speech ol 
Senator Ollie James, 
the 
platform 
makers wrere working with President 
Wilson’s “own 
draft’’ and 
various 
planks, hoping to have a completed 
draft of the platform ready for sub 
mission late this afternoon. 
There was talk of a movement tc 
change the rules of the convention to 
nominate 
Wilson 
and 
Marshall to 
night. 
While there was sentiment in 
favor of such a plan, 
it 
was over 
whelmed with the disposition to stick 
to the original pirn. 
Eleven o’clock,,the hour for the con 
vent ion to be in order, passed wit! 
.ut1 Coliseum only partly filled. 
Vert 
few ol the delegates w’ere 
in 
tbeii 
seats. The band entertained the small 
crowd, while the rules committee held 
a meeting to talk over the proposals 
to proceed with the nominations to­ 
night. 
The hand played “Don't Bite 
tho 
Hand 
That's 
Feeding 
You’’ 
The 
crowd liked it and cheered. The com­ 
mittee on permanent organization at 
a meeting named Senator Ollie James, 
of Kentucky, as permanent chairman, 
and recommended that all other offi­ 
cers be made permanent. 
William J. Bryan got his usual re­ 
ception when he took his place in 
the press stand. A soloist in the band 
stand sang “Wake Up, America," as 
Bryan took his seat. 
When James recounted, in implied 
terms, the president's diplomatic suc­ 
cess in his negotiations with Germany 
the delegates wanted to hear it again. 
“Repeat it," they demanded. 
James 
repeated ins statement and the crowd 
rose up and broke loose with cheers. 
In repeating the statement from his 
speech, 
he 
said, “Woodrow Wilson, 
without orphaning a single child, w ith- 
out widowing a single American mo­ 
ther, without firing a single gun, with­ 
out the shedding of a drop of blood, 
wrung from the most militant spirits 
that ever brooded above a batlefield 
an agreement to American demands 
and a concession of American rights.'' 
The band swung into “America" and 
the “Star 
Spangled 
Banner." 
Hats 
and flags went into the air. Someone 
cried, “Three cheers for Wilson." The 
crow'd roared the answer. Stanchions 
were torn from the floor and a march 
of delegates w'as started. 
The aisles 
became choked because tile demon­ 


stration w'as started without organ­ 
ized leadership. 
Senator James finished his .speech 
at 12:59 p. rn. 


Platform Completed Late Today. 
After a three hours' session, mem­ 
bers of the convention sub committee 
on resolutions, which is drafting the 
platform, announced a tentative draft 
would be completed late 
today 
for 
consideration by the entire commit­ 
tee. 
Representative Rainey, of Illi­ 
nois, a member of the sub-committee, 
said the tentative draft w'ould con­ 
tain a woman suffrage plank, at least 
as strong as that in the republican

WANT HIM TO SUCCEED JUDGE HUGHES 


Edward F. Goltra, of St. Louis, Says 
the President Is to Be Asked to 
Appoint 
Missourian 
to 
Vacated Position. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—Chief Jus­ 
tice W. W. Graves, of the Missouri 
supreme court, will be indorsed for 
the vacancy on the United States su­ 
preme court bench caused by the res­ 
ignation of Charles E. Hughes, it was 
announced by Edward F. Goltra, dem­ 
ocratic 
national 
committeeman 
for 
Missouri. 
President Wilson has not indicated 
how' soon he expects to fill the va­ 
cancy, Goltra said, but it is believed 
he will act within a few days. Judge 
Graves w'as considered for the federal 
supreme bench by President Wilson 
at the time he appointed 
Louis 
IX 
Branders, of Bos,on, to fill the vacan­ 
cy resulting from the death of Jus­ 
tice Lamar. 
Senator Stone, of Missouri; Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, and other demo­ 
cratic leaders have criticised the nom­ 
ination of Hughes by the republicans 
last week on the ground that it is 
wrong 
to 
draw' 
upon the supreme 
bench to fill political offices. 
In several states there are laws pro­ 
hibiting state judges from accepting 
nominations to elective offices while 
on the bench, the democratic leaders 
point out. 
This policy has been recognized as 
a wise one, they contend, because the 
prospect of political preferment might 
prejudice the decision of a judge on 
great public questions that come be­ 
fore him on which his oath of office 
requires that he give an unbiased de­ 
cision. 
Judge Graves, a few' months ago, 
declined to become a candidate for the 
ubernatorial nomination 
at a time 
when his friends were urging him to 
enter the race. 
The appointment of Judge Graves 
would be a tacit reproach to former 
Justice Hughes at the hands of Pres­ 
ident Wilson, Missouri 
leaders 
said 
when they learned Goltra and others 
close to the president would recom­ 
mend the Missouri chief justice.

Washington Is Advised. 
Washington, June 15.—New's of the 
latest Mexican raid at San Ignacio 
reached the war department today in 
a report from Major Gray, command­ 
ing the force 
attacked, 
transmitted 
from Laredo, from Brig. Gen. Mann, 
which reads: 
“Troops T and M, of the Fourteenth 
cavalry, at San Ignacio, were attack­ 
ed at 2 a. rn. by a party of about one 
, hundred Mexicans. 
After a fight of 
half an hour, the attacking party was 
driven off. 
Two soldiers w'ere killed 
and seven wounded. 
Bodies of six 
‘Mexicans and six dead horses wrere 
found in the brush. 
The clothing of 
the dead men was wret, showing they 
had crossed the river. 
Major Gray, in command, telephon­ 
ed that the attacking party was scat­ 
tered and he thinks they went down 
the river. 
Scouts are trying to find 
their trail and Gray WIL follow it. 
A dispatch from Gen. Funston said 
Private Maiden, of Troop M, Twelfth 
calvary, died from his wounds, mak- 
i ng the total Americans killed three. 
Vhe names of the other two men 
ha\ye not been reported.

Coliseum, Chicago, June IO.—Charles Evans Hughes 
of New York, was nominated for president of the Unitec 
Stiites by the, republican national convention on the thin 
ballot today. 
Before the roll call had covered half the states Hughes 
had the necessary 404 votes and New Jersey’s vote did 
this work. The demonstration quieted down after 17 min­ 
utes. 
Total official vote: Hughes, 949%; Roosevelt, 18%; 
Weeks, 3; Lodge, 7; Dupont, 7; La Follette, I. Total, 987. 
Following the announcement of the result, Charles 
W. Fairbanks was nominated for vice president. 
The result of this ballot was : Fairbanks, 863; Burkett. 
108; Johnson, I; Borah, 8; Webster, 2; Burton, I; not vot­ 
ing, 3; absent, 1. Missouri voted solidly for Fairbanks. 
During the balloting for president Dupont’s name 
was withdrawn, and Delaware voted for Hughes. 
Governor Willis, of Ohio, withdrew Burton. Hayes, 
of Indiana, withdrew Fairbanks and cast the vote of his 
delegation for Hughes. Root withdrew and Iowa with­ 
drew Cummins and cost its vote for Hughes. 
Chairman Harding then announced that he had sent 
a telegram of notification to Hughes and that the justice 
had sent a telegram of acceptance. 
National Chairman Hides then announced an organi­ 
zation meeting of the new national committee, following 
which the convention adjourned at 2:01 p. rn. and all was 
over.

Justice Hughes’ telegram to Chairman Harding says: 
“Mr. Chairman and Delegates: 
I have not desired 
the nomination. I have wished to remain on the bench. 
But in this critical period of our history I recognize that 
it is your right to summon and that it is my paramount 
duty to respond. You speak at a time of national exig­ 
ency, transcending merely partisan considerations. You 
voice the demand for a dominant thorough-going Amer­ 
icanism with firm protective upbuilding policies essential 
to our peace and security; and to that call, in this crisis, 
I can not fail to answer with a pledge of all that is in me 
to the service of my country. Therefore, I accept the 
nomination. 
“I stand for a firm and unflinching maintenance of 
all the rights of American citizens on land and sea. I 
neither impugn motives nor underestimate difficulties. 
But it is most regrettably time that in our foreign rela­ 
tions we have suffered incalculably from the weak and j 
vacillating course which has been taken with regard to 
Mexico, a course lamentably wrong with regard to both 
our rights and duties. We interfered without consistency, 
and while seeking to dictate when we were not concerned 
we utterly failed to appreciate and discharge our plain 
duty to our own citizens. 
“At the outset of the present administration the high 
responsibilities of our diplomatic intercourse with foreign 
nations was subordinated to a conception of partisan re­ 
quirements and we presented to the world a humiliating 
spectacle of inaptitude. Belated efforts have not availed 
to recover the influence and privilege so unfortunately 
sacrificed, and brave words have been stripped of their 
force by indecision.
